TALKING SHOP 


Retailers moving 
sales further into 
Thanksgiving Day

Target and Toys R Us are joining the retailers 
offering holiday specials earlier, including on 
Thanksgiving Day to kickstart the biggest sell- 
ing season of the year. 

The stakes are high for retailers, which earn 
more than a third of their annual sales in the 
holiday season. Traditionally, they have waited 
until Black Friday, the day after Thanksgiving, 
to make their big end-of-the-year push. 

That is changing as retailers try to get shop- 
pers into their stores before their rivals do, 
making Thanksgiving Day about more than 
eating turkey and watching football. 

“The retail environment is always competi- 
tive— and most especially during the holiday 
season,” said Troy Rice, executive vice presi- 
dent of stores and services at Toys R Us. 

While retailers say people are eager to head 
to stores after their Thanksgiving meals, some 
employees wish they could still have the day off 

Target said it planned to open at 9 p.m. on 
Thanksgiving, three hours earlier than last year, 
when it was closed on Thanksgiving Day and 
opened at midnight for Black Friday 

Toys R Us, which opened its stores at 9 p.m. 
on Thanksgiving night last year, will open them 
an hour earlier this year. 

“Customers repeatedly told us that they liked 
being able to do their Black Friday shopping 
after they had finished their turkey dinners, so 
they didn’t have to spend all night outside in 
line and could sleep in on Friday” Rice said. 

Several petitions have been created on web- 
site change.org suggesting that chains keep 
their doors shut on Thanksgiving. One peti- 
tion from a Target employee who wanted the 
chain to remain closed on the holiday and avoid 
“Thanksgiving creep” had more than 148,000 
supporters by Monday morning. 

Target said that, anecdotally, many of its em- 
ployees get excited about being in the store for 
Black Friday It said it aimed to come up with 
staffing schedules that would meet the needs of 
workers and customers on Thanksgiving.

Voice of Elmo denies 
underage sex allegation 


LOS ANGELES The puppeteer and voice behind the 
character Elmo on “Sesame Street” has taken a leave 
of absence from the children’s TV show following allega- 
tions that he had a sexual relationship with a 1 6 -year-old 
boy producers said Monday 

New York-based Sesame Workshop said in a statement 
that its own inquiry concluded that the claim of underage 
sexual conduct was unsubstantiated, and that puppeteer 
Kevin Clash has denied any wrongdoing and called the al- 
legation “false and defamatory” 

But the company said Clash, 52, was disciplined after an 
internal investigation showed he “exercised poor judgment 
and violated company policy regarding Internet usage.” 

The Sesame Workshop statement said the puppeteer was 
“taking actions to protect his reputation” and that Sesame 
Workshop has “granted him a leave of absence to do so.” 

Neither Clash nor his personal publicist was immediately 
available for comment. 

CNN quoted a statement from Clash acknowledging a 
relationship with his accuser but denying he had sexual con- 
tact with a minor. 

“I am a gay man. I have never been ashamed of this or 
tried to hide it,” it quoted him as saying. “I had a relation- 
ship with the accuser. It was between two consenting adults, 
and I am deeply saddened that he is characterizing it as 
something other than what it was.” 

The statement went on to say “I’m taking a break from 
Sesame Workshop to deal with this false and defamatory al- 
legation.”

Sesame Workshop said the matter came to its attention 
when it received a communication in June from the accuser, 
now aged 23, alleging that he had a relationship with Clash 
beginning when he was 16 years old.

Also, we learned once more what kind of 
rough SOB we have playing quarterback. The 
hit Cutler endured would have ended Jim 
-VtcMahon’s season. It would have put Rex 
Grossman on a stretcher. 

The dude finished out the half and surely 
would have finished the game if doctors 
hadn’t said otherwise. In fact, he scrambled 
for an ii-yard gain on the very next play and 
did not slide. If there is such a thing as “Chi- 
cago Bears football,” Cutler plays it. 

On the other hand, if you want to examine 
this game for any lasting issues that could 
derail a Super Bowl run, we saw Tough Jay 
Cutler only because of Miscalculating (Fool- 
ish?) Jay Cutler. He lost track of the line of 
scrimmage, he held the ball too long and 
decided to throw too late, and he did it while 
knowing he would take a hit. That’s the area 
where Cutler must improve: self-damaging 
^isk-taking. He’s like Maverick out there, 
bragging to Ice Man that, yes, he is danger- 
ous. That could be a problem. 

Otherwise, let’s remember this is only 
Chicago’s second loss of the season, and one 
rhat came by a single touchdown against an 
elite opponent.

THE PERKS OF BEING A LONER 


Australia’s Tame 
Impala finds pop 
thrills in alienation

Kevin Parker, the Australian multi-instru- 
mentalist who is the core member of Tame 
Impala, has a reputation for being obsessive 
about recording details. But even by his own 
impossibly high standards, he went over the 
top in making Tame Impala’s second album, 
“Lonerism.” 

Parker recorded both Tame Impala albums 
essentially on his own in Australia (though he 
tours with a full band). Then he flew from his 
home base in Perth to rural New Tbrk to mix 
both albums with Dave Fridmann, who has 
produced two of Parker’s favorite bands, the 
Flaming Lips and MGMT 

“The worst time for me is in the final few 


hours of taking a track that you’ve worked on 
for two years and bouncing it down to the fi- 
nal stereo mix,” he says. “The overwhelming 
emotion for me is complete and utter fear 
that I’ve made a mistake. I’m scared. After- 
ward, I obsess endlessly about it. Did I make 
the right decision? Were the vocals on that 
track too washed out with too much delay? 
All these cascading fears make it excruciat- 
ing. You just have to get through at the end. 

“I’ll tell you how bad it gets: At the end of 
the first session of mixing with Dave on this 
last album— we spent two weeks in New York 
—I went back to Perth and realized there’s 
too much I want to change, and scheduled 
another mixing session. So I mixed the album 
twice. It takes a whole day to mix a song, be- 
cause Dave has to reconfigure his machines 
for each song. At one point, Dave said to me: 
‘The changes you’re making are like picking 
lint off the back of a song in outer space, and 


expecting people on Earth to notice the dif- 
ference.’ It’s psychosis.” 

Parker can laugh about it now, in part be- 
cause the results are so persuasive. After es- 
tablishing himself with the psychedelic tap- 
estry of “Innerspace” in 2010, he took Tame 
Impala to an even denser, more complex 
space with “Lonerism.” It’s an album about 
alienation and loneliness disguised as pop 
music with glorious crescendos and sunburst 
choruses. 

The singer dismisses notions that the 
album is all about his personal sense of dis- 
connection-sort of “It’s got nothing to do 
with Perth, isolation or me recording alone,” 
he says. “It’s all about situations with other 
people and the outside world— as in being a 
member of the human race and trying to con- 
nect with people. It’s more about that than 
physical isolation.” 

In many ways, the key track is “Keep on 


Lying,” which suggests a party in full swing, 
with our hero at the center of it, at once in 
the middle of the crowd and a million miles 
away 

“It’s about lying to your girlfriend while 
trying to get up the courage to tell her you 
don’t feel anything because you’re destined 
not to be in love with anyone, ever,” he says. 
“I went around the room with different in- 
struments, and eventually decided they all 
wanted to be soloing at different times. The 
sound of all that aimless jamming made it 
sound like this ambient, loungy jam session. 
And then putting all these voices on top 
would create this atmosphere of an ongo- 
ing ambient party. The guy in the song feels 
alienated from all this. He’s not part of the 
party even though he’s in the middle of it. 
There are all these people, all these voices 
around him, and he can’t hear what they’re 
saying.”

Welcome back, Aimee

Last month’s release of Aimee Mann’s “Charmer” marked 
her first new album in four years. It was worth the wait. A 
whip-smart singer-songwriter, Mann uses her latest song cy- 
cle to ponder the shadowy narcissist that can lurk beneath a 
charismatic exterior.

Mann plays Park West on Wednesday and Thursday 
We caught up with Mann by phone to talk about narcissists, 
crazy girls and playing for President Obama at the White 
House. 

In a lot of the songs on “Charmer ” you address this idea of 
the charming narcissist. What drew you to writing about 
that kind of personality type? 

I had written the song “Charmer” about a friend of mine 
who is charming in a nice way But as I was writing it, I re- 
ally started to think about the whole mechanism of charm, 
what was behind it and the various manifestations of it. It 
became more of a theme from song to song. 

Your song “Crazytown” is one of the best songs Tve ever 
heard about the phenomenon of the “crazy girl.” What 
was the inspiration for that? 

It was inspired by a friend of mine. He had a {female} 
friend who would threaten suicide. He and a group of 
friends started talking about it and said, “We need to 


intervene.” They called the cops. You have to. Of course 
she was furious at the friends and said, “But I didn’t mean 
it!” To me, that’s a really classic thing. If you didn’t mean 
it, then you’re using the drama and threats to hold your 
friends hostage. 

Another friend of mine consistently goes out with these 
girls: the short skirts, high heels, up for anything, super 
spontaneous, hanging out the window of the car yelling at 
passers-by Invariably he ends up holding their hair back as 
they throw up at the end of the night or taking them home 
in a drunken stupor. Women obviously have the equivalent 
of that, the bad boy or the mess or the alcoholic person. 

It’s a human problem. There are a lot of facets to it, but the 
crazy girl is a classic. 


You performed at the White 
House last year. What was that 
experience like? 

It really was incredible. The White 
House is almost like this beautiful 
little museum. The theme of {the 
day] was the celebration of poetry In the afternoon there 
was a seminar with poetry students, high school students 
and poets. ... 

To have the culmination of that day be Barack Obama 
sitting right in front of you listening to you play— it was 
incredible.
